The  area  is  6476.16  acres  of  land  and  716.52  acres 
of  foreshore.  The  estimated  population  is  4446,  number 
of  inhabited  houses  is  1743.  The  Rateable  Value  is 
£35,950.  The  sum  represented  by  one  penny  rate  is 
£138  19s.  2d.  The  whole  area  is  quite  flat  apart  from 
the  sandhills.  Average  height  above  Sea  Level,  8  feet 
above  ordinance  datum  line.  There  are  no  industries 
carried  on  in  the  District,  except  Gas  works,  Brick  and 
Tile  Works  and  Mineral  Water  Manufacture.  The  rest  of 
the  population  is  engaged  in  Agriculture  and  catering  for 
Summer  Visitors  either  as  Boarding  House  or  Hotel  Keepers 
or  Caterers  and  Amusement  Purveyors.  The  average 
unemployment  is  1 62  during  the  Winter,  during  the 
Summer  the  unemployed  are  mostly  absorbed  in  seasonal 
work.

McNabb,  m.b.,  b.s.  d.p.h.,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Mr.  A.  E.  Baker,  acting  Sanitary  Inspector  as  well  as 
Surveyor,  Mr.  F.  I.  Nevison  his  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  send  a  sick  visitor  and 
Dr.  Kerrigan  of  Louth,  assistant  Medical  Officer  under  the 
Lindsey  County  Council  carries  out  the  School  Inspections 
and  is  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  area. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  undertaken  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council 
at  their  Laboratory  at  Lincoln  with  the  exception  of  the 
Analysis  of  Water  and  Sewage  Effluents  which  are  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Analyst  for  the  Urban  District  Council,  Mr. 
W.  W.  Taylor,  of  Nottingham. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICES. 

There  is  no  Ambulance  stationed  in  the  Area.  The 
Red  Cross  Society  provide  one  at  Louth  and  one  at  Alford, 
these  are  always  available,  night  and  day. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

There  are  two  District  Nurses.  Nurse  Painter  in 
Mablethorpe,  and  Nurse  Webb  in  Sutton.  Both  are 
qualified  midwives. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

These  are  administered  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council  and  this  area  is  within  the  Louth  District  Clinic 
Area.  The  Clinic  is  situate  at  32,  Queen  Street,  Louth, 
and  is  attended  by  Dr.  Kerrigan,  Tuberculosis  Officer,  the 
County  Dentist  and  the  County  Council  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon.  A  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  fortnight 
at  the  Methodist  Chapel,  Victoria  Road,  Mablethorpe,  and 
anti-natal  advice  is  also  given,  Nurse  Painter,  c.m.b.,  of 
Mablethorpe  is  in  charge. 
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HOSPITALS. 


The  County  Hospital  is  at  Lincoln,  a  fully  staffed 
General  Hospital  with  three  House  Surgeons  and  special 
departments  with  Specialists  in  charge.  It  has  also  a 
Radium  Outfit  and  Radium  Registrar  and  is  the  Radium 
Centre  for  the  County.  Smaller  Hospitals  are  at  Louth, 
J  6  miles,  and  Alford,  8  miles. 


The  New  County  Council  Infirmary  at  Louth  will 
soon  be  opened  and  I  hear,  wall  be  fully  staffed,  with  two 
resident  Medical  Officers  and  175  beds. 


The  maternity  side  is  catered  for  by  a  Maternity 
Ward  at  Louth  Hospital,  10  beds.  A  Maternity  Hospital 
at  Cleethorpes  and  one  at  Lincoln,  and  there  is  a  Maternity 
Ward  at  the  Infirmary,  Louth. 


This  Authority  is  a  member  of  two  joint  Hospital 
Boards — 

(1)  For  Infectious  Diseases  at  Scarthoe  near  Grimsby 
where  patients  are  admitted  from  the  area  at  a 
charge  of  £3  3s.  Od.  weekly. 

(2)  The  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Osgodby,  near  Caistor. 


SECTION  C. 

WATER. 

This  area,  has  now  a  complete  Public  Water  Supply, 
consisting  of  the  bore  at  Maltby-le-Marsh,  the  Water  Tower 
at  Mablethorpe  and  the  Water  from  the  old  Sutton-on-Sea 
Water  Company,  which  had  been  supplied  from  the  Alford 
Town  Water  Supply.  The  two  sources  are  now  available 
at  will,  when  one  is  not  needed,  the  other  can  be  used. 
The  supply  is  now  derived  almost  wholly  from  the  Maltby 
source  and  is  tested  every  month,  it  is  satisfactory  both 
chemically  and  bacteriologically.  I  enclose  a  sample  report.

SEWERAGE. 

Several  extensions  have  been  made  during  the  year 
1048  yards  of  new  sewer  having  been  laid,  including 
resewering  of  the  Strand,  Mablethorpe.  The  two  extensions 
viz: — at  Trusthorpe  and  the  Lines  Estate,  Mablethorpe 
are  still  outstanding,  but  the  cost  is  at  present  prohibitive 
as  pumping  stations  will  be  needed  in  each  case,  owing 
to  the  present  sewer  having  reached  the  gravitation  limit 
in  each  direction.  The  present  sewers  are  satisfactory 
except  in  Victoria  Road,  Mablethorpe,  which  is  a  remnant 
of  the  old  sewerage  system.  I  hear  that  there  is  a  prospect 
of  it  being  done  when  the  County  Council  begin  their  new 
road  programme. 


The  sewerage  system  at  Sutton  has  been  modernized, 
and  electrically  operated  vertical  spindle  pumps  have  been 
installed  in  two  new  pumping  stations,  this  should  do  away 
with  the  frequent  blocking  of  the  drain  which  used  to  occur. 

I  enclose  copies  of  the  Analysis  of  the  Effluents  from 
the  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton-on-Sea  sewerage  works.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  are  no  Rivers  running  through  the  area  only 
drains  and  dykes  which  carry  land  water  and  are  flushed 
when  necessary.  These  drains  and  dykes  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Alford  Drainage  Board.

The  conversion  of  existing  pail  closets  along  the  line 
of  the  new  sewers  progresses  steadily,  42  pail  closets  have 
been  converted  or  abolished  during  the  year.  There  are 
now  175  pail  closets  remaining.  2  houses  have  privy 
vaults. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  refuse  is  collected  by  covered  refuse  lorries,  as 
frequently  as  twice  a  week  during  the  season  and  the 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  No  complaints  have  been  received. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

As  there  are  no  industries  this  does  not  affect  this 

area. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Pools  or  Public  Baths. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  elementary  schools.  Sutton-on-Sea 
School  is  the  older  but  comparatively  modern  and  well 
built. 


Mablethorpe  School  consists  of  Three  blocks.  One 
older  block  and  two  modern  and  up-to-date  ones.  One  of 
the  modern  blocks  contains  quite  an  up-to-date  and 
well  equipped  laboratory  which  could  easily  be  adapted 
for  analytical  and  bacteriological  work. 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  good  in  both  schools 
and  the  masters  are  very  alive  to  health  conditions,  the 
question  of  notification  of  infectious  diseases  and  the 
exclusion  of  contacts  when  necessary.

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

These  supplies  during  the  Winter  are  nearly  all  from 
within  the  area.  During  the  Summer  season  they  come 
from  outside  the  area  as  well  and  are  more  difficult  to 
control.  The  conditions  of  the  milk  and  the  cowsheds  and 
dairies  have  been  markedly  improved  this  year. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  shops,  stalls,  cafes,  ice-cream  barrows  and 
slaughter  houses  were  inspected  frequently.  No  marked 
defects  found. 

The  ice-cream  supplies  were  not  particularly  good 
and  several  unsatisfactory  analyses  were  found.  All  were 
followed  up  and  conditions  improved,  but  it  would  be 
much  better  if  there  were  a  standard  for  ice  cream  as  in 
the  U.S.A.
